Gambler, Has Typhoid Fever In 
Chicago—For Some Time 
Made 


Janesville His Headquarters—Played 
Cards For Many Years In the West. 


The illness of John Wesley Shimeall. 


•who for many years resided in Eock 
county, and for some time made Janes- 
ville his headquarters, from typhoid 
fever in Chicago, prompts the Sunday 
Inter Ocean to the following boigraph- 
ica! sketch of one of Rock 
county's 


well known contributions to the popu- 
lation of that city: 


John Wesley Shimeall, the one-armed 


gambler who has been a prominent fig- 
ure among the sporting element in Chi- 
cago for twenty-five years, is suffering 
from typhoid fever at his home.No. 3747 
Indiana avenue. 


Shimeall is about fifty years old, and 


his friends are anxious as to the outcome 
of the attack. If he recovers sufficient- 
ly he will bo taken to California next 
month, to spend the rest of the winter. 


"Shimeall is one of the most unique 


characters who ever played cards in Chi- 
cago," said William Pinkerton yester- 
day. 
"Crippled by the loss of his right 


forearm he still was equal to the battle 
••of the world, and gained by wit and 
cunning tho wealth for which others 
slaved. A. professional gambler, a money 
lending shark, an associate of criminals. 
ho still possessed a peculiar 
generosity 


•which cropped out at times, and was 
most strikingly shown in the treatment 
of his divorced wife. 


Shimeall Ofime to Chicago about 1S70 


•and obtained a potation bossing a gang 
of men in the street department. 
Nat- 


urally, however, he dropped into gamb- 
ling, and his dexterity 
with 
the 


cards 
soon 
put 
him 
beyond 
the 


need 
of 
employment. 
He 
was a 


wonderful 
dealer, holding the cards 


under the stump of his amputated arm, 
and throwing out the cards with his 
other hand with remarkable .rapidity. 
Soon he was proprietor of a faro bank 
on tho West Side and began to accumu- 
late money. Later he ran a • gambling 
house at No. 120 Clark street, his last 
venture being at No. 7d Jackson street. 
This pln^e was closed up a few 
7 months 


ago. 
Ho was interested with Ed Corri- 


gan in the Hawthorne race track last 
year. 


"In addition to his gambling Shimeall 


conducted a money-leading establish- 
ment, taking cut-throat mortgages on 
real estate and chattels. 
In 
this 


way 
he 
came 
into 
posses- 


sion 
of considerable 
real 
estate. 


"His marriage, and divorce constituted 


the romance of his life. 
several years 


ago a young Swedish woman, who came 
from Janesville. Wis., near which town 
Shimeall was reared, became ill in Chi- 
cago, and was soon in destitute circum- 
stances. She sent word to Shimeall and 
he looked her up. Her condition evi- 
dently touched his heart, for he sent her 
to a hospital and saw that she wanted 
for nothing. When 
returning health 


restored her beauty, he married her, and 
for several years they lived happiiy. 
But Mrs. S'bimeall fell in love with a 
stock-yards butcher and Shimeall ob- 
tained proof of her infidelity. He se- 
cured a divorce and the custody of their 
little girl, who is now with his parents 
near Janesville. 
Mrs. Shimeall married 


Eeichold, the butcher, but he failed to 
support her properly. 
Hearing that 


his former 
wife was badly <n need of 


money Shimeall sent her an allowance 
through his attorney, but also sent 
word that ho did not wish to have any r 
•thing to do with her."

Accident Cam e Near Costing Him His 


Life At the Kammer Meat Market 
At Monterey—Was In the Act o 
Erecting Shafting— Clothes Literally 
Torn From Him. 


August Lueck, of 353 South Acade- 


my staeet, is nursing a badly bruised 
body and at the same time is consoling 
himself with the thought that he is 
alive. 


While standing on a step ladder he 


was in the act of erecting a shafting in 
the rear end of the William C. Kammer 
meat market at Monterey, when sudden- 
ly his right arm caught in a revolving 
belt. In an instant his body was thrown 
against the ceiling and tightly wedged 
there between the belt wheels and the 
ceiling. 


His perilous position was discovered 


by his fellow workmen just in time to 
stop the machinery and save his life. A 
handkerchief tied about his neck tight- 
ened itself by the pressure, and this 
nearly strangled tho young man. When 
the limp form was removed to the floor 
it was found that his shirt and coat 
were literally torn tc shreds. 


Lueck complained of pains in his 


chest, and as soon as possible Dr. W. 
H. Judd was summoned. An examination 
showed that the injured man was badly 
bruised about the right arm and side, 


kept busy night and day, and are com- 
plaining of lack of needed rest. 
One 


physician has' no less than fifty cases 
upon his calling list, and is besides 
treating many more at his office. 
He 


says tho disease is unquestionably the 
grip, and apprehends a general epidemic 
and many deaths as a result. 
AVhen 


taken in time and treated with care, he 
apprehends no difficulty in effecting a 
cure. 


The eastern cities are suffering seri- 


ously from the epidemic. In New York 
half tho police force is down with the 
disease. In Boston and Philadelphia 
there is talk of closing the public scoools 
on account of it. 
In Chicago it is esti- 


mated that there are at least thirty 
thousand cases, and the complaint is 
less susceptible to treatment than in 
former years. 


There are fewer symptoms of influen- 


za in Janesville this year than hereto- 
fore. The cough

disease is a dry hacking one with some 
of

ot asthma. 


Victims cough 
much 
without ex- 


pectorating.and the fever accompanying 
the rough scenes to be heightened with a 
heavy attack. Loss of appetite is one 
o£ the symptoms, and the patient finds 
it impossible to obey the old adage and 
"feed a cough." 


No specific for the grip has been dis- 


covered, nor are physicians hopeful that 
they will hit upon one. The symptoms 
differ wilh eech patient, and individu- 
ality of treatment is necessarv. 
The 


remedy that cures one will have no 
effect whatever upon another. 
That it 


is epidemic seems to bo universally ac- 
knowledged,

England

dent Adams, of The State University, 
Took Part. 
Rev. Robert C- Denison. the able pas- 


tor of the Congregational church, took 
a prominent part at "Whitewater last 
evening in a banquet given at the Con- 
gregational church in honor of '-Fore- 
fathers' Day." 
He was among the few 


speakers of the evening, and delivered 
an- able address, as did also President 
Adams, of the state university, Dr.

Kansas 
City, Mo., Dec. 21.—The 


eighteenth annual convention o£ the 
American Federation of Labor closed 
Tuesday with the re-election o£ Presi- 
dent Gompers. 


At the morning session the executive 


committee reported adversely on the 
••equest of the National Association of 
Steamfitters 
for a charter. It was 


recommended, however, that a commit- 
tee of three disinterested trades-union- 
ists be selected for the purpose 
of 


hearing evidence from the plumbers 
and Steamfitters and making a rec- 
ommendation to the incoming execu- 
tive officers. This was adopted. 


The monthly per capita tax 
vras 


raised from three-quarters of a cent to 
1 cent for national and local bodies, 
over the opposition of President Gom- 
pers, and it was decided to levy a spe- 
cial tax of 2 cents upon each member 
of national and local bodies for the 
purpose of supporting the federation. 


The question of a 
universal 
label 


was left to the n^xt convention. A res- 
olution directed at federal labor unions 
that have in their membership those 
who are eligible for membership 
in 


regular 
trades 
oiganizations 
was 


passed. Such federal labor bodies are 
directed to expel those members. 


The resolution of John S. O'Sullivan, 


asking the enactment of a law to levy 
an internal-revenue tax on manufac- 
turers and others who employ women 
%nd children was defeated. 


P. J. McGuire of Philadelphia, gen- 


eral secretary of the Brotherhood of 
Carpenters and Joiners, who is known 
as the "father of the federation," and 
who has held the position of first vice- 
president for many years, 
was 
re- 


elected by acclamation. 


James Duncan of Baltimore, of the 


granite workers, was re-elected second 
vice president without opposition, and 
James O'Cpnnell of Chicago, of the In- 
ternational Machinists' union, who has 
beeH third vice president 
for 
three 


years, had no opponent for that office. 


John Mitchell of Indianapolis was 


elected fourth vice president. 


Max Morris of Denver, of the Retail 


Clerks' association, was elected fifth 
vice president. Thomas I. 
Kidd of 


Chicago, of the Amalgamated Street 
Railway Men, and H. S. Mills, of the 
Journeymen Tailors, were nominated 
for sixth vice president. 
The election 


of Mr. Kidd was made unanimous. 


Frank Morrison of Chicago, of the 


Typographical union, was re-elected 
secretary by acclamation, as was John 
B. Lennon of Bloomington, 111., of the 
Journeymen Tailors, to the position of 
treasurer.
